The General Slocum, with the annual 
¡Sunday school excursion of St. Murk's 
German Lutheran church of thin city on 
jonrd, was proceeding up the river to one

twenty-fifth street persons on shore saw 
smoko and llames spring from tho» upper 
inrt of the crowded steamer. A panic en­ 
sued on the boat almost iinstantly. 
Th< 
crowds on the forward deck bewail to 
‘ijirlng overboard or crowd to the after 
fciart of the boat. Screams of terrified pas­ 
sengers could be heard on «bore nnd him 
I m ls of small boats immediately put off 
to the rescue. 


Owing to rooks on either side of the 
channel at this j7oint.lt had been imposis- 
3le to beach the vessel. The captain stuck 
to his post nt the wheel and headed the 
Ivessel straight ui> the river for North 
[Brother island,where she was put aground 
I n shallow water. 
Several hundred feet 
|}f ¿pen Wftler still lay between the burn- 
jinii steam er and the shore, and many per- 
|»ons perished either In the w ater or on 
the burning vessel after she had been 
Ibcaclied. 


I t is estimated the steamer carried more. 
Ith ntv2,000 persons.' She was the largest 
Kxcursion steam er In these w aters and 
pould carry -1,000 jiassongers.

In the wake of the Riorum 
as she hurried upstream was a line of |

bodies of those who had sought to escape 
the roaring furnace on the ship by throw­ 
ing themselves oveboard. A few of those 
saved by small boats had on life pre-1 
serveres. 
At no time during the jirogress 
of the fire was there any opportunity to] 
either lower life boats or get life pre­ 
servers out from under the seats.

Through all the wild panic, during all 
that inferno, with fire and smoke sur-1 
rounding them, the officers and men of | 
the doomed boat remained at their posts, 
but they were powerless to avert the I 
atastrophe. The Slocum got within fifty 
feet of N orth Rrothers island, when she 
topped in shallow water. 
It was just | 
before she was beached that the hu rri­ 
cane deck fell with its load of women 
nnd children, adding to the panic and 
horror of those on the deck below. 


Very soon the after parts of the see-1 
ond and third decks also caved in. 
R ut | 
before 1hls happened 
the tug W alter 
Tracey had come alongside the burning j 
steam er and had been lashed to it. Many 
of the passengers were taken off by the I 
crew of the Tracey,which remained along- I 
side until the tug’s pilot, house took fire. 


A SAD SCENE. 


The scene on the island was a pitiful 
one. Rody after body was washed ashore I 
or brought in by boats and added to the 
long row on the beach. 
Fifty-three per- 
pons died there while doctors from hos­ 
pitals on the island w’ere attending them. 


F or hours bodies of burned and drown-1 
cd drifted 
a s h o r e . 
Some came ashore 
still alive. 
Many of those died, while] 
others will recover. 


DEAD RODIES.

Odd iPlaees In Which Birds Liiy Tholr 
Eggs. 


Tho only plan; where birds won't 
lay eggs in in tho water. 
They lay 
them in trees, 011 the ground, on tlio 
Rides of elifVs, in holes dnft in tlio 
sand, on top ol* bunches of swaying 
grnsses, in chimney» and amid iee 
and snow, and Home of them, like 
tho mei-frausers and divers, get pret­ 
ty near to laying eggs in the water, 
for they lay them on little lloating 
islets of driftwood and lloating stuif 
in swamps. 


Wild ducks lay their eggs among 
tho reeds in ground so low and damp 
that floods often destroy thousands 
of them. 
Gulls lay eggs on rocks 
and sand without attempting to 
cover them. 
The opt rich and other 
desert dwelling birds make a shal­ 
low burrow in tho hot sand. 
The 
northern divers and penguins sit oil 
their eggs almost on top of snow­ 
drifts or iee fields. 


Many of the song Gparrows lay 
their eggs in nests that hang preca­ 
riously to the very tops of slender 
grasses. 
Tho English sparrow will 
utilize anything. 
There is a record 
of a sparrow haying laid eggs in a 
nook just under tho lop of a wagon, 
and thereafter, as the wagon was 
driven around on business, tho im­ 
pudent bird sat in it calmly and 
intelied out its young. 


The owl will lay its eggs even 
while the snenv is coming down 
sometimes, and young owls have 
been found -with snow all heaped 
around the entrance to their home. 


Many varieties of birds ore so 
careless about tlieir eggs that a big 
proportion of them is lost each 
year through rolling out of the in­ 
secure nests. 
Other birds are just 
the reverse and will fipht snakes, 
beast and man to the bitter end to 
prevent injury.
